The 28th November \874.—The following blocks of forests in the Western Dooars are 
hereby declared to be “reserved forests,” under Rule 7, Part I] of the Forest Rules of 
1871 for the Lower Provinces of Bengal :— 


1. A block of land adjoining Muraghat sal reserve, estimated area = 3,240 eecres, 
* — Boonpartes. 

North.—The Muraghat sal reserve. 

East.—The Ghair Kuta Nuddy, 

South he Nonai nuddy. 

West—The Kanai aud Nonai nuddies, 








2. The Buxa plain forest, estimated area = 67,609 acres. 
Bounvantes. 

North —The boundary of the present “ open forest,” namely, a demarcated line running 
along the foot of the Bhutan hills, from the Kala nuddy to the Guddadur nuddy. 

Easi.—First the Guddadur wuddy, as far as the southern boundary of Suniasee Jhar 
taluka; then ademarcated line skirting the sil forest to the Cheko nuddy; down that 
river round the cultivated land, so as to exclude the latter, following again the outskirts of 
the sl forest to the Guddadur ; down the Guddadur for some distance ; then following the 
outskirts of the sil forest again, round the cultivation of Thelchangpara, so as to exclude 
the latter. 

South —The boundary of the present “ open forest,” namely first, the Balla nuddy from 
its junction with the Clicko nuddy upwards ; then a demarcated line along the southern 
boundary of Banmalee and Oodlagooree talukas to the Poro nuddy. 

West —Vhe Kala nuddy, from the northern boundary to its junction with the Gum 
nuddy ; then the western cdge of the khair and sissu forests to the Norok nuddg ; down the 
Norok uuddy, then 2 demarcated line running in a westerly direction from the Norok 
anuddy to the cultivation of Dhum ; round this cultivation, soas to exclude it; then along 
the edge of the sil forest in a northerly, aud then westerly direction to the Nimati muddy 
down the latter; then following the outskirts of the sal forest to the Barmini nuddy, dog 
the latter to the Poro nuddy, and then the Poro nuddy to the southern boundary. 

‘The Buxa plain forest, as above reserved, will contaia the following two enclosures :— 

(1) Rajabatkana, 
(2) Minagaon; 
and as to these the following arrangements will be made :— : ‘ 


A block of 20 acres will be marked off for the use of each of these two villages. The 
sil trees within the areas thus marked off will be removed by the Forest Department if 
required. The inhabitants will be entitled to collect such dry sticks aud minor forest 
produce, except of sfil, toon, and India-rubber, as may be required for their di 
gurposes from the forest, within a radius of one-fourth of a mile around their 
area thus defined will be marked off. They will also be allowed to graze their ¢ 
the same tract. No family will be allowed to take up its residence in these villag 
the permission of the Conservator of Forests. The villages will be removed 9 
forest at any time that the Government may consider it necessary to doso,
